The fail- 
ure of Madero to control his followers dem- 
onstrates beyond.a peradventure that the 
original demand of the insurrectos for goy- 
ernmental reforms has disappeared in the 
vortex of interneciné war, and that the only 
hope of permanent peace rests in the rout 
and dispersion of the predatory bands whoge 
avowed purpose is not only to rob and mur- 
der or drive out foreigners and confiscate 
their property, but to loot as well the pos- 
sessiOns of wealthy Mexicans.

SHIFTLESS COLLECTION 
ee OF THE SCHOOL TAX. 


BY EDWARD HYATT, 
State Superintendent of Public instruction. 


Thirty counties of this State are throw- 
ing away school money and the other twen-— 


ty-eight counties are losing a great deal, all 
through the careless collection of the poll 
tax, 


This tax is credited to the State school 
fund, under a mandatory provision of the 
Constitution, and may not be used for any 
other purpose. Thousands of people evade 
it who would cheerfully pay it if they knew 
that it was for the exclusive use of the 
schools; but very few know what it is for 
and think of it only as a senseless burden 
and of escaping it as a rather clever little 
adventure. 
' It should be remembered also that this 
is the only tax that reaches such foreigners 
as the Japanese, Hindoos and Chinese, who 
do not own property, either real or personal. 
The poll tax compels these people to make 
at least this much return every year for 
the privilege of living in America and shar- 
ing the wages paid to American labor. 

The careless way this tax is collected is 
seen from the smail amount of revenue it 
brings in. For example, the poll tax col- 


$687,953.49 for the whole State. This is an 
average of only $1.49 for every child enu- 
merated under the school census. The col- 
lections might just as easily have amounted 
to $1,500,000, This would bring the ayer- 
age per child up to $3.26, an increase of 
$1.77 to be aHowed every district for every 
child attending that school. 

That this is pessible is seen from the 
variations in the collections in the several 
| counties. Los Angeles makes it yield $1.80 
per census child, or 31 cents more than the 
average for the State} whereas San Fran- 
cisco makes it yield only $1.21 per child, or 
28 cents less than the average. Similar 
variations appear in the reports throughout 
the State, indicating that there is a lack of. 
uniform system for the colleetion of the tax 
and a lack of a uniform public conscious- 
- ness of its importance to the public school 
system. The people should be made to 
know that this money is for the use of the 
schools exclusively, and the people should 
then, in turn, demand that the county as- 
sessors shall perform their whole duty in 
the collection of the tax, so that all shall 
feel that they are paying only what every 
other citizen is required to pay. These 
things would create an interest in the col- 
lection of the tax and a general willingness 
tao pay it. The final result would be a very 
large increase Mm the revenue for the sup- 
-port of the public schools. |

“The initiative, referendum and recall! are 
loudly.and earnestly demanded by an over- 
whelming majority of our people of all po- 
litical parties. I want to say to the Sen- 
ators. ., . Fepresenting the great 
) publican party that, unless the party heeds 
this demand and responds to it by enacting 
and enforcing these reform measurés it will 
go down to defeat and final destruction and 
oblivion... 

He went on to say that if neither of the 
two great parties “shall conform to public 
sentiment on these great questions, both will 
be consumed by ‘the fire of public con- 
demnation and a new party will be built 
upon their ashes that will represent the 
people and not the interests.” 

By what gift of clairvoyance, or mind- 
reading, or telepathy Senator Works be- 
lieved himself to have ascertained this loud 
and earnest demand of the overwhélming 
majority of the people of the United States 
he did not say. 

Presumably he had listened to the roar of 
the ideas that surge in his mind, and im- 
pressed by the tremendous noise that he 
heard, had concluded that it must be the 
manifestation of public sentiment. :
